LETS  BE  HEALTHY 
Oral  Hygiene  - II. 

About  32  diseases 
gain  entrance  to  the 
human  body  through  the 
mouth  and  nose.  One  of 
the  essentials  of  good 
health  is  to  keep  your 
nose  and  mouth  clean. 
Germs  of  the  various 
diseases  are  found  in 
the  secretions  of  the 
nose  and  throat  and  are 
carried  or  transmitted 
from  person  to  person 
by: 

1.  Coughing  or  sneez- 
ing without  covering 
nose  and  mouth;  little 
droplets  of  the  secre- 
tion carrying  the  germs 
are  sprayed  into  the 
surrounding  air. 

2.  Drinking  or  eat- 
ing from  another  per- 
son’s unclean  dishes. 

3.  Placing  objects 
in  the  mouth  (fingers, 
etc  . ) . 

4c  Kissing  and  "mug- 
ging" . The  most  conta- 
gious of  these  diseases 
are  mumps,  measles,  and 
scarlet  fever.  Also 
among  these  diseases  are 
some  of  our  greatest 
killers  --  Tuberculosis, 
Influenza,  and  Infan- 
tile Paralysis. 

Leaving  your  mouth 
and  gums  in  a dirty  or 
diseased  condition  leads 
later  to  Rheumatism, 
Heart  Diseases,  and 
Gallbladder  diseases.* 
—Dirty  teeth  and  gums 
are  the  chief  causes  of 
bad  breath  (ask  your 
best  girl ) . 

Germs  are  very  sel- 
dom able  to  overcome 
healthy  tissues  and 
cause  disease,
